«« I was taken prifoner by Captain “Luke Ryan, of the 
Fearnought privateer, of Dunkirk, upon the @sth July, in 
Loch She!!, being on board a floop belongiag to London- 
derry, with fome other gentlemen from Ircland, that came 
a pleafuring to the Highlands; but, on remonftrating that 
I belouged to the lands afhore, and having, my Highland 
clothes and bonnet on, the captain ufed me in the moft 
agreeable and genteel manner that I could expect from an 
enemy, and gave me liberty to go on, thore to my own 
honfe, when I pleafed; and he would not allow any of his 
ofjicers or crew to land on any part of my farm, for fear 


- they would plunder on fhore, as he could not prevent them 


if they were to land. He failed from Loch Shell on the 
27th, and took, in our fight, a large hip, deeply laden, 
from Liverpool, bound up the Ealt Sea. Ihave been thefe 
twenty days now clofe confined to this ifland, and cannot 
venture to crofs over to the maia land, for fear of the Preach 
privateers, there not being one Englifh frigate’ or cutter 
hereabouts t® hinder them, which, in a fhort. time, will ruin 
the trade of this place.”
